PATROL TO MAKE 
CAR DRIVING EASIER 
NOT HARDER-ELLIS 


The newly organized Missouri State 
Highway Patrol is not an organiza­ 
tion to be feared by motorists, as­ 
serts Lewis Ellis, Superintendent of 
the patrol. 
Rather, it should be look­ 
ed upon as a protector, an aid to the 
users of Missouri’s highways. 
“The driver who exercises care in 
the operation of his vehicle, who prac­ 
tices the ordinary rules of safety that 
common sense dictates, and 
shows 
consideration for others on the road, 
has nothing to fear of the patrol”, 
Superintendent Ellis says. 
“ We hope 
to make it easier to drive on Missou­ 
ri’s highways, not harder”. 
“The Highway Patrol came into 
being in response of a demand that 
some force be established to combat 
the hazards that had grown with in­ 
creasing motor vehicle traffic. 
The 
whole principle back of the patrol is 
highway safety, and that 
principle 
has been followed throughout organ­ 
ization of the department, not mere­ 
ly in the drafting of policies 
and 
regulations, but in the selection 
and 
training of members”. 
“Our men are not on the highways 
to annoy. 
They are there to make 
the roads safe and to enable 
the 
motorist to reach 
his 
destination 
safely. 
In short, their function is to 
increase the usefulness of the State 
highways”. — 
The patrol law gives the new or­ 
ganization these specific duties: 
To 
police the State highways and regu­ 
late traffic thereon; to enforce 
the 
motor vehicle laws and the laws re­ 
lating to size, weight and speed 
of 
commercial motor vehicles; to pro­ 
tect the highways themselves, 
and 
to co-operate with the motor vehicle 
commissioner in the collection of au­ 
tomobile licenses and with the State 
inspector ef oils in tjje collection of 
motor vehicle fuel taxes. 


ONE-EYED CARS SOON 
TO BE T M OF PAST 


Before many weeks, the sight of a 
one-eyed car or a car without 
tail- 
light may be a novelty on the State 
highways of Missouri, instead of a 
frequent occurrence. 
When the new troopers of the Mis­ 
souri State Highway Patrol were as­ 
sembled at Jefferson, October 23. for 
final instructions before entering ac­ 
tive service, Supt. Lewis Ellis gave 
them as their first assignment 
the 
task of correcting every defectively 
lighted car on the highways of Mis­ 
souri. 
Hundreds of automobile owners all 
over the State, who have negeltced 
the lighting of their machines, now 
are finding themselves confronted by 
members of the Highway Patrol, and 
warned that they must correct their 
lights.

tain funds with which to pay divi­ 
dend« on idle equipment. 
The wealthiest member of 
con­ 
gress Couzons is a senate authority 
on railroad legislation. 
His desk to­ 
day was piled high with railroad re­ 
ports and data, and he has read mil­ 
lions of words in preparation for the 
session starting Monday. 
There is no difference, he said in 
an Interview, between paying a dole 
to an unemployed worker and paying 
interest or dividends on railroad se- 
curities representing idle equipment. 
“That applies to the railroads and 
it applies to other industries’', Cou­ 
zens said. 
“At this moment 70 per 
cent of United States Steel Corpora­ 
tion equipment is idle and 40 
per 
cent of rail equipment is not being 
used. 
The senator was emphasizing his 
opinion that the railroad industry is 
due for reorganization. 
He said the 
financial storm now beating

rail securities was further evidence 
of the necessity for change. 
“They have got to stop enormous 
waste in competitive passenger traf­ 
fic”, he said.

Low borrowings of banks be 
longing to the Federal Reserve Sys 
tern. 
“We’ll have more booms on 
the 
grand scale of the last one”, he said 


President Hoover, it is said, 
sat 
up to hear the election returns from 
New Jersey in the contest between 
Percy Stewart, Democrat, and Don­ 
ald McLean, Republican, for the seat 
in Congress made vacant by the death 
of Representative 
Ackerman. 
The 
news was not pleasing. 
Stewart was elected 
by 
approxi­

high in public favor. 
If they are to be accepted at their

party are at a low ebb. 
While I think the 
president 
is 
stronger at this time than his party, 
and it would be a mistake to imagine 
that he can be beaten without effort, 
it m ust be admitted that the chanc­ 
es for Democratic success in the next 
national election are improving every 
day. 
Those who wish to see a change in 
the policies of the government, and 
those who think that they have been 
contributing causes bringing about 
the depression which exists, have no 
opportunity to correct these 
condi­ 
tions, except thru the instrumentality 
of the Democratic party.

the trust should be committed to the 
care of the Democratic party, to low­ 
er taxation and bring the government 
back to its old moorings, no finer op­ 
portunity for public service will ever 
be offered—one calling 
for 
fidelity 
and the highest quality of statesman­ 
ship. 
The depression has caused people 
to think, and if it results in a more 
general and intelligent participation 
by our citizens in the affairs of their 
government, it will be worth its cost, 
high though it be.—Commercial Ap­ 
peal.
